Mr. Wedgworth was assisting in 
the installation of-a nine-ton ice 
machine on thé top of a 45 foot 
building when the support under 
the block.and tackle bróke allow- 
ing the heávy timber support, 12 
x 12 and 40'feet long, to fall, 
crushing him beneath the heavy

Mr. Wedgworth was widely 
known in Belle Glade and through- 
out the state às one of the most 
prominent'and extensive pioneer 
developers ever to settle in .Flor- 
ida.
